THE SO-CALLED CAPTAIN AND 
TIIE JUDICIARY. 



THE JUDICIARY. 



During tho past ten days wo have 
been engaged in administering a little 
wholesome correction to an indiscreet 
member of tbc House who, always 
ready to lend a willing ear to scandal- 
ous reports, had presumed to accuse a 
member of the Provincial Judiciary of 
corrupt practices. Wo are glad to be 
enabled to state that tho correction has 
proved as efficacious as could have been 
desired. A pretty thick cuticle had to 
be punctured with the editorial quill, 
but the weapon was equal to tho oc- 
casion, and the public will learn with 
satisfaction that tho charge against the 
Judiciary is now, in effect, withdrawn 
and that Captain (so-called) Evans — 
through tho newspaper that at first 
took up tho cudgels in his behalf and 
defended his indecencies — disclaims 
having brought any charge against any 
Judge at all! That very convenient 
scapegoat — tha reporter — is dragged 
out to relieve the offending member 
from tho dilemma in which, his indis- 
cretion and love of tittle-tattle have 
placed him ; and a disavowal is pub- 
lished. Hero it may be as well to let 
tho matter rest ; but in vindication of 
our reporter we may as well state that 
eight honorable members on the Opposi- 
tion side of the House maintain that 
his version was correct, whilst not a 
single member on the Government side 
has ventured to call in question the 
report. Tho Captain (so-called) in 
withdrawing tha charge against Judgo 
Gray refused to make any other ex- 
planation or retraction, and the 
Attorney-General, who denounced in 
language eloquent and fitting the 
Standard's attack on Mr. Justice Gray 
and forced from it on Monday a com- 
plete withdrawal of tho injurious state- 
ment, did not find fault with our re- 
port. In taking leave of this subject 
we would disclaim any vindictiveness 
in dealing with the Captain (so-called.) 
No teacher ever laid an obstreperous 
urchin across his knee to correct him 
with a shingle with more sorrow than 
we experienced when we brought the lash 
of public opinion down upon the back 
of the member for Cariboo. Having 
once essayed to supply tho people of 
Now "Westminster with cold water, ho 
seems to think it is now his preroga- 
tive to keep the House and the country 
in perpetual hot water. Ever since his 
advent to the House the Captain (so- 
called) has enlivened the proceedings of 
each session by bringing baseless 
charges against the integrity of indi- 
viduals. The first session the Lieutenant- 
Governor was pounced upon as a con- 
venient and safe object of attack. Next 
two members of the then Government 
were selected as the object* of his 
charges. Then came the question of 
veracity with a well-known and estim- 
able Christian gentleman of Yale Dis- 
trict; and, emboldened by previous im- 
munity, he rounded up his work this 
session by attacking the Judiciary. 
Let his melancholy fate prove a warn- 
ing to other legislators who may feel 
disposed to pursue the same reckless 
and tortuous course. 



CHINESE DIFFICULTIES ELSE- 
' WHERE. 

The following extract is copied from 
the Wellington (New Zealand) Post, 
of December 18th, and as it relates to 
Chinese difficulties, which are similar 
to those wo are experiencing, it will 
doubtless be read with interest by our 
citizens: "The anti-Chinese meeting 
held last night was a largo and enthus- 
iastic one. The remarkable unanimity 
displayed throughout the whole pro- 
ceedings shows that at last the people 
at large of all classes are alive to the 
necessity of averting a grave calamity, 
like that which a large influx of Chi- 
nese into our colonial communities 
would inflict. The arguments against 
wholesale Chinese immigration have so 
frequently been repeated, the evils 
flowing from it so emphatically en- 
forced, both in print and on tho plat- 
form, that it is unnecessary here to say 
more on that head. There was some 
really excellent speaking hist night, and 
among the most effective speeches made 
was that of Mr. Crook, who displayed 
a keen knowledge of the subject, and 
the issues thereto belonging, as well as 
a native eloquence and lively perception 
of passing points that kept up. the in- 
terest of the audience. He showed 
that the question was at onco a rich 
and a poor man's question; that in the 
end both capital and labor were equally 
represented in preventing a social col- 
lapse, which would follow the supplant- 
ing of European by Chinese labor. One 
thing has to be impressed on the pub- 
lic as to their action in this vital mat- 
ter. The agitation now begun has beon i 
well begun; but this must be no spas- j 
modic effort — no fitful flash, to coitus- j 
cato for a moment and then die out. 
The issues are too momentous to be 
neglected, and what was expressed last I 
night as the feeling of the meeting j 
must bear substantial fruit, and be 
cherished steadily in the mind of every 
true colonist and "white man" who de- 
sires to hand clown to his children in I 



The bulwark of this people against 
oppression and outrago is an incorrupt- 
ible Judiciary. If confidence be once 
destroyed in the honesty of the Bench; 
if the idea once becomes engrafted on 
the public mind that justice is a mer- 
chantable article to be bought witli 
"presents" or money; if it comes to be 
understood that a J udge may be sworv- 
ed from tho strict line of duty by 
the threats of bullies, the beguiling of 
designing cozens, or tho inuendoes of 
gossips and scandalmongers — an honest 
man would as soon think of searching 
a wasp's nest for honey as entering a 
court room in hope of securing his 
rights. The Judiciary of this Province 
stands high in popular estimation, and 
appeals to it are made with confidenco 
that a strict mcasuro of justice will bo 
meted out. If thero bo ono thing more 
than another tho public aro justly proud 
of it is tho impartial manner in which 
the scales are held in the hands of the 
Blind Goddess. Therefore, -when it 
was found a few days ago that ono of 
tho members of the Bench had been 
foully slandered the community rose as 
ono man to resent the insult. Noth- 
ing could exceed the unanimity with 
which public opinion has spoken and 
required a withdrawal, and he must 
bo a bold man indeed who» would ven- 
ture, even when protected from punish- 
ment by the privileges of a member of 
the Legislative Assembly, to re- 
peat the offence, The recent contro- 
versy has shown that so long as the 
public men of tho Province are known 
to be honest and fearless in the dis- 
chargo of their duty that public opinion 
will protect them from insult by whom- 
soever offered.

The plague, which, commencing in 
Russia, is reported in our telegraphic 
despatches to be travelling westward, 
is what is known as the "black death." 
This is the same disease which, in the 
fourteenth century, desolated the globe,, 
and it gets its name from the black 
spots, symptomatic of a putrid decom- 
position, that show themselves at one 
of its stages on the skin of the sufferer. 
It is thought to have had its origin in 
China in 1333, somo 15 years beforo 
its outbreak in Europe, and it raged 
for 25 years, while droughts, famines, 
floods, earthquakes that swallowed 
towns and mountains, and swarms of 
locusts spread devastation everywhere. 
Three years passed from the date of 
its appearance in Constantinople before 
it crept by a huge circle to the Russian 
territories. Statistics were not obtain- 
able then, but it is estimated that in 
China alone 13,000,000 people died, 
and in the remainder of the East 24, 
000,000; while in Europe 25,000,000 
souls perished, making a grand and 
terrible total of 52,000,000. Persons 
attacked with it are said to die like 
flies, and the ignorant and superstitious 
peasantry are so terrified by it that 
many are thought to have perished of 
pure fright. Already international 
sanitary regulations are being devised 
to prevent the extension of the disease 
to Western Europe. 

TIIE "FIRE. 

The conflagration yesterday morning 
was the most serious that has occurred 
in this city for some years. A heavy 
fall of snow had rendered the streets 
almost impassable ; tho night was 
wild and cold, and the engines were 
draggod with difficulty to the spot. 
When first discovered the billowy 
flames towered high above the burning 
house, and bending with the wind tho 
sparks were carried far and wide over 
the snow-covered buildings in the neigh- 
borhood. Tho firemen discharged their 
duty faithfully and to their exertions is 
duo the consoling fact that a large sec- 
tion of the town is not in ashes. The 
fire and its surroundings presented a 
grand picture. The snow that clothed 
every object lighted up by the lurid 
glare. The firemen standing to their 
knees in snow and working at the 
brakes. The hoarse calls of the ofli- 
cers, the hurrying to and fro of masses 
of spectators pierced by the chill wind. 
The exodus of half-dressed boarders 
from tho Angel Hotel with portman- 
teaus and furniture on their backs, and 
the ravenous flames, bursting into a 
thousand shapes illuminating all. It 
was a perfect picture of desolation in 
the midst of a city.

W. Pollard, Solicitor, on Langloy street. 
The alarm was given, but in consequence 
of a driving snow-storm then fl t its height 
and the deep drifts that blocked the 
streets, tho firemen experienced great 
difficulty in reaching tho spot with their 
engines. Tho Tiger and Delugo hand- 
engines finally reached tho cistern at the 
corner of Yates and Government streets, 
and succeeded in bringing streams of 
water to bear on the building, the inter- 
ior of which was by this th5'6 o'no mass of 
flames. Deluge engine throw first 
water. In a few moments the roof of 
Foster's two-story brick building adjoining 
on tho South, which was occupied by Mr. 
HeiBtorrhari as a real estate office, Mr. 
A. E. B. Davio as a law oDi COj Mr. Mor- 
ton, .Mr. Berkeley and others, took fire. 
The frame building occupied as an assay 
office and barn, belonging to l»o Bank 
of British North America and adjoining 
The Colonist ollice, was several times on 
fire, but was saved by th exertions of 
the firemen. The brick building on the 
South and tho building in which the fire 
originated were completely gutted, and 
little besides tho blackened walls and 
charred timbers remained yesterday morn- 
ing to mark the progress of destruction. 
Mr. Morton lost his clothing and other 
personal effects. A lady ° and child, 
asleep in Foster's building, w cro rescued 
with difficulty from suffocation by amoko. 
A Chinaman asleep in Oliver's building 
was awakened by tho crackling of the fire, 
and leaping through a window ran off to 
Chinatown. This Chinaman is believed 
to liavo innocently caused the nl 'o by pil- 
ing a lot of coal in the grate in Dr. Mat- 
thews' office, and an ember rolling on tho 
floor started the fire. Dr. Matthews, re- 
turning from a visit to a patient, 
found his homo in flames. Tho 
Angel Hotel, adjoining Foster's 
building on the South, was in great 
jeopardy for somo timo, and was saved by 
well directed streams from the Deluge and 
Tiger steamers, which wevo dragged to 
tho cisterns by "horses. A great deal of 
tho property in Foster's "building was 
saved, but the lusses of the occupants in 
law books, maps, etc., are heavy. Mr. 
Pollard lost his entire library, account 
books, etc., and was uninsured. Tho fire 
was under complete control n.t four o'clock. 
Tho night was ono of tho most cheerless 
and stormy ever known h e ro, and the 
firomen and others who turned out to as- 
sist in subduing tho flames .suffered vovy 
much from exposure. Nearly all the 
movablo property in the Angel Hotel was | 
removed while the firo was at its height 
and tho building flooded with water. Mr. 
Carne, tho proprietor, is d heavy loser 
from water and breakage, goods missing, 
etc. The preservation of tho lower part 
of the town from destruction is remark- 
able and speaks well for the efficiency of 
the fire department. Tho insurances ore 
as follows: Oliver's building was insured 
in the Royal for $800 and i n the Imperial 
for 81,1500; the furniture in Dr. Matthews' 
was insured in. the Royal for .$1,270; Fos- 
ter's building was insured for §0,700 in 
tho Imperial (partial loss); the furniture 
of tho Angel Hotel was insured in tho 
Phoenix (partial loss). The total loss by 
the fire is about 812,000. 

By tho fire Dr. Matthews is ono of the 
principal losers. His insurance is for 
§1270 only. Doublo that sum would not 
compensate him for the losses he has sus- 
tained in family relics, books and surgical 
instruments not insured and all lost. Mr. 
Morton lost the handsome furniture of 
three rooms, together with all his clothes 
and personal' effects, valued at $2000. Mr. 
A. Hickman also lost a quantity of clothes 
and personal effects valued nt several 
hundred dollars and uninsured. Mr. 
Morton and Mr. Hickman saved the lives 
of a lady and child in Foster's building. 
They ran up the stairs to the second floor 
and finding them in a state of stupor and 
bewilderment from tho douse smoke 
led them out to a place of safety. When 
the rescuers returned it was too Into to 
save any of their own property- 
Mr. Carne, of the Angel, by almost su- 
perhuman exertion, managed to supply 
accommodation for all his guests yester- 
day, and tho business of tho hotol will 
go on as usual.

On Monday night, shortly after eight 
o'clock, Mr. Robert Ker, for many years 
auditor of British Columbia, left his home 
on Victoria Arm in the midst of the 
blinding snow storm to go to the Gorgo 
Hotel for some groceries. Not having re- 
turned at a late hour in the evening a 
search was instituted, but no trace was 
discerned until daylight yesterday morn- 
ing, when his dead body was discovered 
lying half buried in a snowdrift in a 
field about half-way between his house 
and the hotol. His body was frozen stiff 
and he must have been dead many hours. 
It is thought that tho unfortunate gentle- 
man, who had been in feeble health for 
some months, was unable to break through 
the snowdrift and that becoming exhaust- 
ed, he lay down and perished in the 
snow. Mr. Ker leaves a wife and several 
children. At the time of his death he 
was in tho enjoyment of a pension from 
the Dominion Government, and owned 
and worked a small farm on the Arm, 
two miles from town. He was aged about 
54 years, and was a native of Scotland. 

Tho Groat SnoTr Storm 

Continued with unabated violence all 
Monday night and till 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, when the wind gradually died 
away and the storm seemed over. At 8 
o'clock last night rain and soft snow bo- 
gan to fall, and the temperature became 
mild. At midnight there was a sharp 
frost, Tho snowfall was about 20 
inches oir a level, but there were drifts 
from four to six feet deep in somo streets 
and yards. The country districts must 
have suffered severely and the Island 
roads are reported impassable. On the 
interior Mainland the fall . was doubtless 
much heavier than here, and news from 
the Canons is awaited with some anxiety. 
The schools and several places of business 
were closed yesterday and much discom- 
fort was experienced by everyone. 

The Funekal of Miss Weight. — Tho 
remains of the late Miss Wright, daughter 
of Yen. Archdeacon Wright, were con- 
veyed to the grave yesterday afternoon in 
the midst of the terrible snowstorm that 
then raged. Tho service was conducted 
by Dean Mason and Rev. Mr. Mogg. In 
consequence of the storm the attendance 
was not very large. The road to the 
cemetery was blocked and sleighs wero 
procured with difficulty to convey tho 
melancholy cortege to the cemetery, whore 
the body was interred amidst tho tears 
and prayers of sorrowing relatives aird 
friends. Tho feeling of sympathy for tho 
agonized family, who saw the bright 
young life go out almost in a moment, is 
universal. 



Editor Colonist : The fire that oc- 
curred on Lnngley street yesterday 
morning will long be remembered by 
the members of our lire department. 
Called out of their beds at two o'clock, 
into a driving snow-storm; dragging 
their engines through snow two feet 
deep, and for three hours pumping 
water on the burning buildings; and 
after subduing the flames the anything 
but pleasant task of putting away their 
apparatus, covered as it was with ice 
and snow, clothes wet and frozen to 
their backs, the forerunner of many 
future colds and other ailments of a 
more serious nature. Truly, it lias 
been a trying ordeal to our firemen, 
and they were not found wanting. All 
honor to them. Yet, Mr. Editor, 
there are two subjects I should like to 
draw attention to upon which. depends 
to a great degree tho efficiency of the 
department. The first is a lack of dis- 
cipline. Every fireman seems to be his 
own "boss" and have a great deal to 
say to his fellows, consequently orders 
are obeyed only after repeated com- 
mands, and then only if it happens to 
meet the approval of the party ordered. 
I know this to be a common defect in 
all volunteer companies; but it is no 
reason why wo should not remedy it. 
The second is the jealousy existing be- 
tween the companies. As an example 
of the great harm this feeling does the 
department's efficiency I only have to 
cite the action of the foreman of the 
Deluge Company yesterday which 
caused a detention of ten minutes to 
two streams of water at that stage of 
the five, when it might have been con- 
fined to Dr. Matthews' residence alone, 
and thereby saved one fine building 
and contents and the flooding of the 
Angel Hotel, The Deluge engine was 
first orr the ground and immediately 
connected to the Tiger company's hose, 
(precisely the same as their own) and 
began pumping. At this time Tiger 
engine arrived mid began connecting 
to the Deluge hose (their own, as before 
stated, being in use by the Delugo 
company) when the foreman of tho 
Deluge company ordered his men to 
stop pumping, disconnect the hose thev 
wero using, and by force, if necessary, 
to got their own hose, which was done 
with the loss of time as above men- 
tioned. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I am sure all fire- 
men must acknowledge the truth of 
these remarks and hope the day is not 
far distant when we will have correct- 
ed our few shortcomings,

A Soy Jluxderor. 

On Thursday, Charles HoiTrnan, aged 
14, was tried at Syracuse and sen- 
tenced to the House of Refuge in 
Rochester for the murder of his father. 
The Syracuse Standard «ives the fol- 
lowing account of the crime and the 
criminal: In September last a hoy 
named Charles Hofi'man, aged 14 years, 
came to the conclusion that his father 
had lived long enough and had better 
die. The parties were residents of the 
town of Tully. And so ono Sunday 
the news came to Syracuse that an old 
man named Hofi'man had died, and 
that arsenic enough had been found in 
the family tea-pot to kill a whole regi- 
ment. As Mr. and Mrs. Hoffman had 
lived an unhappy life, as Mr. Hoffman 
had frequently pounded tho woman, 
and as she had frequently fought him 
with tooth and nail, the "neighbors nat- 
urally concluded that she had commit- 
ted the crime. The suspicion was 
strengthened by the statement of 
Charles Hoffman that his mother had 
sent him to Otisco for the arsenic, and 
told him when to put it into the tea- 
pot. Tho result was Mrs. Hoffman's 
arrest. The coroner's inquest was held 
and a careful examination of the facts 
was mado by Dr. Dallas. The lad 
Charles finally acknowledged that ho 
had lied, and that his mother knew 
nothing about tho crime, that ho alone 
had purchased the arsenic, and was re- 
sponsible for putting it in the teapot. 
Mrs. Hoffman was acquitted. Charles, 
when asked why ho had committed 
such a horrible crime, said it was be- 
cause "father had licked mother so!" 
He had been visiting a neighbor's one 
day, and while there the wife of the 
neighbor had spoken to him about the 
terrible fights that had taken place in 
his (Charlie's) house. She remarked 
to him that "his father wasn't fit to 
live, and if she were in his (Charlie's) 
place she would kill him.' 1 Charlie 
says he thought the matter over care- 
fully, and finally aflcr mature deliber- 
ation, concluded Mrs. was right, 

that his father ought not to live and he 
would kill him. So he purchased tho 
arsenic at Vesper - , had it charged to 
his parent, put it in the teapot, saw 
the old man was the only one who 
drank that tea, and in a few hours 
later the old man was dead. Since he 
made the confession, Charlie has been 
confined in the Onondaga penitentiary.

"Wages In England. 

A table has been published contain- 
ing tho weekly wages paid to English 
farm laborers from the year 1200 to 
the present time, tho price of wheat 
per bushel during the same period, the 
number of day's werk required to pay 
for a bushel of wheat, and the whole- 
sale price of meat. Hiring the thir- 
teenth century wages were two shill- 
ings — fifty cents — a week. In tho 
fourteenth they had advanced about 
fifteen cents, and slowly advanced 
until they reached S1.S7 during tho 
last century, and gradually mounted 
from that sum to S3.75, the present 
average. The increase has been rela- 
tive as well as positive. In the thir- 
teenth century eight and a half days' 
work wero required for tho purchase of 
a bushel of wheat. This purchasing 
power has constantly increased until 
now two and a half days' labor will buy 
a bushel, though the cost of the wheat 
has increased from seventy cents to 
S1.4G. Tho year 1S00, noted for the 
scantiness of its crops and for the 
distress thereby occasioned, was 
a temporary exception to the 
decline — wheat having risen to $3.55 
a bushel. The prico of meat at whole- 
sale has risen in six centuries from six 
cents to nearly fourteen cents a pound. 
The general conclusion to be deduced 
from the table — presuming its correct- 
ness — is that if English laborers do not 
find subsistence easier now than for- 
merly, it is because they are not satis- 
fied to live in the very poor way with 
which their ancestors were forced to 
content themsolves. — Cincinnatti Com- 
mercial.

The latter was a roligious 
young woman w'hose charitable gifts 
and deeds were not confined to the 
8?ct, Methodist, to which she belonged, 
as sho gave liberally to all denomina- 
tions. In the latter part of 1S7G Miss 
Dancer, then in good health, made her 
will. She was engaged to be married 
at the time, but died within two 
months after the will was made, and 
was buried in her bridal robe. By her 
will she left $185,000 to relatives, and 
and $335,000 irr legacies of from 
$5,000 to $20,000 to thirty-one char- 
itable, religious and benevolent insti- 
tutions in Now- York City, and $25,- 
000 for her monument.
